Every  employee  has  received  a withholding 
receipt  on  Form  W-2  indicating  the  total 
wages  paid  in  1947  and  the  Federal  income 
tax  withheld.  The  reverse  side  of  the 
duplicate  of  the  form  explains  how  the 
original  may  be  used  as  an  optional  income  • 
tax  return.  Employees  receiving  less  than 
$5,000  in  1947  and  using  Form  W-2  as  a 
return  should  not  need  additional  assistance 
Employees  receiving  more  than  $5,000,  and 
certain  others,  must  use  Form  1040.
